The finding of the Court, read by 
the President (Licut.-Commander 
R. W. Lawrence, R.N., 
“Cricket”), was as followsi— - 

The “Mylie” was asteam vessel, 
schooner rigged,. of 1,297 .tons 
registered tonnage 142, t€x built at 
Shanghai in 1919 and belonging to 
the fort of Shanghai, and having a 
maximum, summer load line of 19 
fect 5.7-16 inches. 

Tt ‘appears from_the’ evidence 
given hefore this Court that she 
sailed from Chinwangtao on or 
about August ‘20th, 1923, bound for 
Shanghai with a cargo of ahout 
2,500 tons of slack coal and a crew 
of 4thandsall told. When leaving 
the post. of Chinwangtao her 
n.and 
her draught aft 19ft. 1in., aiving 
a mean draft of toft. 8%in. All 
went weil until August 23rd, when 
the wind from the north-east 
steadily increased until it. was 
plowing hurricance force anda 
tremendous easterly typhoon swell 
arose. The heavy seas broke over 
the vessel, which would appear 
to have hove to, and about 
8 pm. -on that night broke. in 
the fore hatch companion door, 
the sea pouring | into 
tween decks, About 8.30 p.m. the 
vessel took a heavy list to stare 
board and sank about 9 a.m. cn 
August 23rd, being then to the 
north of the Saddie Islands, somes 
where about 31 N., 122.30 E., all 
hands being lost save one saloon 
boy: 

CAUSE or FOUNDERING. 

“The Court, havirig regard to the 
circumstances above stated, finds 
as-fotlows:— 

That the vessel appears to have 
been well found, sufficiently 
manned and seaworthy at time of 
her departure from Chinwangtao;

Ina fashionable part of Kensing- 
ton thore isahousecontaiaing cost- 
ly furniture which has not been 
oceupted for ten years, but fa re 
spect of which the owner pays 
nearly-£200 yearly as rates. The 
house is of six floors, and hasa large 
number of rooms. Those on the’ 
ground fluor at Jeast are furnished 
Jn expensive style, but the house It- 
self {s in. an almost derelict condi- 
tion. he windows are covered 
with a thick layer of dust, which 
has also settled heavily on the walls 
and doors. The front entrance is 
guarded by rusting iron gates, while 
the area gateway is heavily pad- 
locked. -

widow of considcrable means, who 
spends most of her time abroad,

has large dealings with houses, in 
Kensington, said that it was no 
uncommon thing for a house full 
of furniture to be. deserted for 
years, “I know of half a dozen 
myself,” He said. “The owners 
are people who have nothing to 
detain them in London, and so 
they lead a roving life. When 


they return there is a great deal of 
cleaning and painting and polish- 
ing,and the houses soon resume 
their normal appeararce. 1. have 
never before known a house to be 
deserted for ten years." The only 
explanation that could be offered 
wae that the house contained many 
family treasures ind mementoes 
of dead relations, bringing back 
painful memo.ies. “Much has 
been written about rooms which 
are’ kept sacred ‘and deserted,” 
said the agent, “and my experience 
teaches me that the practice is much 
more general taan is popularly 
supposed.”
